LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas House Wednesday ap- 
proved two proposed constitu- 
tional amendments—one to low- 
er the voting age in state and 
local elections to 18 and the 
other to rewrite the legislative 
article of the 1874 state Constitu- 
tion. 


Senate approves the two 


proposals, they will be submitted 
to the electorate in the 1972 
general election. The legislature 
may submit up to three proposed 
amendments in each general 
election. 


Pending in the Senate is a 


proposed constitutional amend- 
ment that would establish four- 
year terms for constitutional 
officers.

houses had agreed to seek joint 
Senate and House approval of 
the three, making its choice 
from a list of eight proposed 
amendments that had been in- 
troduced in the legislature. 


The legislative article propo-

boro, would permit the legisla- 
ture to establish the salary of 
its members on the condition 
that two successive regular ses- 
sions of the General Assembly 
must approve the salary figure. 
The proposal also would pro- 
vide for single-member legisla- 
tive districts and would allow 
annual sessions of the legisla- 
ture if they are needed.

Foes of Sales 
Tax Hike 
Are Heard 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Oppo- 


nents of an increase in the 
sales tax renewed their argu- 
ment Wednesday night that the 
tax would place the greatest 
burden on the poor and middle 
income groups. 


Supporters 
of raising 
the 


sales tax, however, claimed 
that an increase in the 3 per 
cent tax was the only means by 
which the state could adequate- 
ly fund public education and 
meet other state needs. 


They spoke at a joint public 


hearing held by the Revenue 
and Taxation Committees of the 
Arkansas House and Senate on 
one bill to increase the sales 
tax by a half per cent and an- 
pjher to,raise the'tax toy. a full 
per cent. 


About 200 persons, more than 


half of them teachers who sup- 
port the tax increase, attended 
the hearing at Little Rock Cen- 
tral High School. 


J. Bill Becker, president of 


the Arkansas 
AFL-CIO, said 


studies had shown that Arkan- 
sas over-emphasized consumer- 
oriented taxes that hit lower in- 
come groups hardest. 


Becker 
said 
the 
average 


wage in Arkansas was $100 a 
week, but that teachers, if they 
work 36 weeks a year, average 
$179 a week. On a full year's 
basis, he said, the average 
teacher salary is $124 a week. 


He said education and the 


teachers, who are pushing a 
sales tax increase to raise their 
salaries, had a good cause "but 
we feel a bad solution." 


Hubert Blanchard of the Ar- 


kansas Education Association, 
told the committees that Gov. 
Dale Bumpers' $27.3 million tax 
program did not meet the ur- 
gent needs of education or the 
state. He said the sales tax was 
the only tax source left that 
could fund the needs. 


Bumpers has proposed in- 


creasing teacher salaries by 
$900 in the coming biennium, 
but Blanchard said the gover- 
nor was not fulfilling his com- 
mitment to raise teacher sal- 
aries 
to 
the 
average 
of 


surrounding states, which he 
said was $1,102 higher than the 
Arkansas average of $6,459. 


Blanchard said the trend in 


other states was to rely more, 
not less, on the sales tax as a 
source of revenue. 


Arnold Berner of the Arkan- 


sas Farm Bureau Federation 
told the committees that the 
federation supported the half- 
per cent increase in the sales 
tax provided that a "high per- 
centage" of the estimated $20 
million 
in new revenues it 


would generate went to educa- 
tion. 


I,es Gibbs, an unsuccessful 


candidate for the Republican 
nomination for governor last 
year and a former Revenue 
Department employe, said he 
was opposed to a sales tax in- 
crease until he said the state 
collected $50 million in taxes 
that he said was delinquent.

The new deliveries, reportedly 


within the last month, were dis- 
closed with Sunday's expiration 
of the Egyptian-Israeli cease- 
fire drawing closer. 


Three Soviet ships unloaded 


modern MI-8 transport helicop- 
ters in Egypt, the sources said, 
enhancing the Egyptians' ability 
to land raiding parties behind 
Israel's front lines. 


The Egyptians now own an es- 


timated 133 Russian-made heli- 
copters of various types, nearly 
double the number they had last 
fall, the sources said. 


Each of the turbine-powered 


MI-8s can carry 28 soldiers and 
can be stripped of seats and 
used to carry military equip- 
ment as an air ambulance. 


It flies at a 140 mile-an-hour 


maximum cruising speed, with 
i range of more than 220 miles. 
I Since the first of the year, the 
Russians also have shipped to 
Egypt additional MIG and SU-7 
jetfighters. 


According to recent esti- 


mates, the Egyptians now have 
128 MIG-21s, including the latest 
models, as well as about 150 oth- 
er MIG jets, about 50 bombers 
and 97 SU-7s. The latter are 
used chiefly for close support of 
ground troops. 


The Egyptian air force has 


about a 4-3 advantage in combat 
planes over the Israelis, U.S. 
sources estimate. 


The seven-month cease-fire 


has given the Egyptian air force 
an opportunity to regain its con- 
fidence after losing 110 planes to 
the Israelis. 


American sources who provid- 


ed this Egyptian loss estimate 
say the Israelis lost 27 jets in 
combat before the truce began 
in early August. 


The United States has pledged 


to maintain an arms balance be- 
tween the Arabs and Israelis, 
while prodding the Middle East 
opponents toward a negotiated 
stalemate.

While Californians should "in- 


crease our assistance to the tru- 
ly needy who have nowhere else 
to turn to meet their basic 
needs," Reagan said the plan 
would call for: 


—Forcing employable welfare 


recipients to find community 
service jobs, with government 
providing 
maintenance 
work 


and paying them to clean up aft- 
er such disasters as earth- 
quakes, fires and floods. 


-Tracking down 250,000 fa- 


thers who have deserted fami- 
lies. 


—Assumptions by the federal 


government of welfare costs for 
aliens. 


—Reorganizing the eligibility 


system for recipients of Medi- 
Cal, the state arm of Medicare, 
so that more patients would 
qualify under federally shared 
financing. 


—Placing liens against any 


welfare recipient's home that is 
worth $20,000 or more. 


Some of Reagan's critics fav- 


or a total federal takeover of 
welfare operations. But he said, 
"This would mean surrendering 
to those who caused the mess in 
the first place."

NEW YORK (AP) — Two doz- 


en television series, probably 
more, are facing extinction as 
the three major networks start 
selling next season's tentative 
programs to sponsors. 


Some programs doing well in 


Nielsen ratings are among those 
threatened. One is "The Men 
from Shiloh," which 
several 


seasons back as "The Virgin- 
ian" started the TV trend to- 
ward 90-minute episodes. 
Its 


problem now is its length—it 
would eat up half of one eve- 
ning's network time, soon to be 
cut to three hours. 


While it does go on and on, 


"The Men from Shiloh" is a 
standard Western that rarely 
cheats 
on 
plot 
or 
action. 


Wednesday night's episode was 
typical of the series. Col. Mac- 
Kenzie—Stewart 
Granger—the 


owner of Shiloh ranch, recog- 
nized a U.S. cavalry sergeant as 
a British officer who he believed 
died in India 10 years before in 
a massacre that took the life of 
the colonel's younger brother. 


The sergeant, a bad one, took 


off once he was recognized, with 
the colonel galloping in pursuit. 
Meanwhile, a bunch of nasty In- 
dians were on the warpath, 
scalping settlers along their 
way. Of course, Indians and 
Britishers got together for the 
climactic Shootout. 


It is all fantasy. Only in tele- 


visionland could the colonel and 
the sergeant stand in a barri- 
caded shack philosophically dis- 
cussing the quality of bravery 
while Indians with flaming ar- 
rows and guns slinked on all 
four sides.

weeks has been attempting to 
turn his weekly variety show 
into a series of themed specials, 
arrived on ABC this week with 
some circus acts.

MIAMI (AP) — If it weren't 


for one bad shot last week, Gary 
Player might not be playing in 
the first round of the $150,000 
Doral-Eastern Open Golf Tour- 
nament today. 


"If I'd won the PGA, I'd 


planned on going home for at 
least a few weeks," the muscu- 
lar little South African said. 
"Now, 
I plan to play through 


the Masters before returning." 


That would be a seven-week 


stretch, about as much as Play- 
er now cares to be away from 
his family, home and ranch 
near Johannesburg. 


Should he win between now 


and then—there's an excellent 
chance he will; in fact, he's one 
of the leading favorites for the 
$30,000 first prize here—he may 
stay over for an extra two 
weeks to play in the Tourna- 
ment of Champions at Rancho 
La Costa, Calif. 


He's played there the last two 


years and won in 1969. 


But Player, 34, now works 


only a limited number of tour- 
naments in this country, usually 
on two trips. And, he says, it 
has nothing to do with racial 
tensions 
over 
his 
country's 


apartheid policy. 


"I just get homesick," said 


Player, who last week became 
only the sixth player in history 
to win over $700,000 on the 
American tour. 


"That was my thinking last 


week. If I'd won the PGA, a ma- 
jor title, in my first start I 
would be justified in going home 
for a time." 


He doesn't usually come to 


this country this early, but 
changed his schedule when the 
dates of the PGA were shifted. 


"That's what people will re- 


member 
you for," he said. 


"How many major champion- 
ships you win. I'd rather win 
one of the four major titles than 
25 other tournaments," 
said 


Player, one of four men ever to 
sweep the U.S. and British 
Opens, the Masters and PGA 
crowns. 


He finished fourth in the PGA. 


But it was close. Player closed 
to within a stroke of eventual 
winner Jack Nicklaus at one 
point of the final round at Palm 
Beach Gardens. But he shot 
himself 
out 
of it when he 


knocked one out of bounds and 
took a double bogey six on the 
15th hole. 


It was a remarkably good 


start for Player, who often has 
his difficulties immediately aft- 
er coming to this country, and 
stamped him one of the top 
choices in the tough field here. 


"You always like to think you 


can win, laddie," he said. "I'm 
playing well, very well. Possibly 
as good as I'm capable of play- 
ing." 


Opposing him is one of the 


strongest fields of the year, 
headed by Arnold Palmer, Nick- 
laus, 
two-time 
winner 
Tom 


Shaw, U.S. Open champion 
Tony Jacklin of England, de- 
fending title-holder Mike Hill 
and 55 of the top 60 money win- 
ners from last year.

Marquette is closing in on the 


third longest winning streak in 
major college basketball histo- 
ry. 


The nationally second-ranked 


Warriors from Milwaukee made 
it 37 in a row by routing Bowl- 
ing Green 
96-74 Wednesday 


night. They now are only four 
shy of UCLA's streak of 41 that 
was snapped by Southern Cali- 
fornia 46-44 on March 8, 1969. 


The all-time collegiate win- 


ning streak is San Francisco's 
60 straight that was ended by Il- 
linois in December, 1956. The 
second logest winning streak is 
47 by UCLA, stopped by Hous- 
ton 71-69 on Jan. 20, 1968. 


Marquette started its streak 


by winning its last 12 games of 
the 1970 season. The warriors 
are unbeaten in 25 starts this 
year. They end their regular 
season against Xavier of Ohio 
on Saturday. They then face Mi- 
ami of Ohio in the first round of 
the NCAA championship tour- 
ney on March 13. 


A 24-1 burst, during which 


they ran off 22 straight points at 
the start of the second half, 
made it easy for Marquette be- 
hind

points. 


Miami, on a winning streak of 


its own, made it 12 in a row by 
whipping the NIT-bound Dayton 
Flyers 83-53.

ting show. 


"I know, back home in Las Ve- 


gas, where you get a feel for 
such things, the action has been 
very slow," he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A fed- 


eral board said today the 31- 
death Wichita State University 
football disaster could have 
been avoided if the copilot of the 
chartered plane had realized 
only a minute sooner that he 
was flying into a dead-end can- 
yon. 


The National Transportation 


Safety Board made the finding 
in its official report on the Oct. 
2 crash of an aging overweight 
propeller plane on the slopes of 
the Continental Divide west of 
Denver while the team was fly- 
ing to Utah State. 


The board said the copilot, 


Ronald G. Skipper, 35, Oklaho- 
ma City, had decided to fly 
through the Rocky Mountains 
"purely for sightseeing pur- 
poses." But it said he presuma- 
bly spent no time studying the 
aerial charts he bought at a 
Denver stop. 


The NTSB fixed the official 


cause of the crash as the inten- 
tional flight through a mountain 
valley at such a low level that 
the plane could neither turn 
around safely nor climb over 
the steep mountain ridge that 
suddenly appeared in front of it. 


The board quoted testimony 


by Skipper, who was flying the 
plane, that indicated he didn't 
know the ridge was the Conti- 
nental Divide until after the 
crash. Skipper was one of nine 
crash survivors. 


The NTSB said if the crew 


had become concerned about 
clearing the terrain "less than 
one minute sooner," it would 
have been able to turn and go 
back. But another mountain 
blocked the view of the valley's 
sudden end at Loveland Pass 
until it was too late to escape 
the crash, the NTSB said. 


The board criticized the "vir- 


tual absence of flight planning" 
for the mountain route as being 
a significant factor in the crash. 


It also ruled the Martin 404 


plane, making its first passen- 
ger flight after three years in 
'mbtntiallsy' wa's 'an '"estimated 
5,165 pounds overweight when it 
took off from Denver. 


The NTSB already has upheld 


the revocation of the commer- 
cial flying license of Golden Ea- 
gle Aviation, Inc., of Oklahoma 
City, which supplied the crew. 


Skipper is president of Golden 


Eagle. Although he was listed 
as copilot for the plane, the 
NTSB said it was he who made 
the decision to change the route 
and who was flying the plane up 
the narrow valley. 


A second Wichita State plane 


reached Logan, Utah, safely aft- 
er climbing north from Denver 
to Wyoming 
before 
turning 


westward to clear the Rockies 
at a safe height. Skipper's plane 
had been scheduled to follow 
this route also, the NTSB said. 


The tragedy sparked an inves- 


tigation of loopholes in the way 
the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration regulates charter flights. 


The NTSB said "the numer- 


ous deficiencies, unsafe prac- 
tices, and deviations from regu- 
lations, involved in this opera- 
tion, are typical" of charter 
flights when no single partici- 
pant admits responsibility for 
its safety. 


It agreed with the FAA that 


the regulations should be tight- 
ened, but the board questioned 
whether current FAA proposals, 
aimed at the schools leasing the 
planes, would do the job.

and how extensive it is. If

Sometimes the block- 
age is localized in a region 
of the hip and pelvis. These 
localized areas of blockage 
can be corrected by surgery 
and the legs returnea to 
normal function. A careful 
study of the arteries in the 
legs is necessary before any- 
one can tell you if you would 
benefit from surgery or not.

Merger 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) -About 


200 Negro students from Ar- 
kansas AM&N College at Pine 
Bluff converged on the state 
Capitol Wednesday to protest a 
bill that would merge AM&N 
with the University of Arkan- 
sas. 


Dr. Lawrence Davis, presi- 


dent of AM&N, also was at the 
Capitol and he told newsmen he 
was opposed to the bill. 


Gov. 
Dale 
Bumpers 
told 


Davis and the students that he 
did not want "to force anything 
down your throat." 


The governor said the merger 


bill passed Tuesday by the 
House was not an administra- 
tion measure and that he had 
discouraged its introduction. 


Asked later if he would veto 


the bill if it was passed by the 
Senate, Bumpers said he would 
want both boards to be agree- 
able to the measure. He gave 
the same answer several times 
when asked if he would veto 
the measure. 


Davis said that Rep. Boyce 


Alford of Pine Bluff, sponsor of 
the bill, had never talked with 
him about the proposal. Alford 
had said Tuesday that Davis 
favored the merger. 


Davis 
said 
he 
did 
not 


categorically oppose a merger 
with UA, but there should be 
time to talk about how to go 
about it and work out solutions 
to problems that arise in a 
merger instead of rushing into 
something like this." 


Bumpers told the students he 


would do all he could to help 
AM&N, saying, "I know your 
concern about AM&N and I 
know what the school means to 
you." 


Davis said he would like a 


number of safeguards written 
into the bill if there is a mer- 
ger. One is that the "mission" 
of the college to provide an ed- 
ucation for poor students be 
preserved. 
Another condition 


Davis named was an assurance 
of a black administration at the 
school until such time that race 
no longer is a factor in the se- 
lection of administrators 
for 


any of the state-supported col- 
leges and universities. 


Davis said a merger now 


woiilfflMrt'give blacks'Sf voice' 
in the determination of the col- 
lege's policy because there are 
no blacks on the UA Board of 
Trustees. Under the bill, the 
AM&N board would be abol- 
ished.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A pro- 


posed constitutional amendment 
to lower the voting age to 18 in 
all elections went before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee to- 
day with sponsors hoping for 
quick approval. 


They say 86 senators favor the 


measure. 


Democratic 
leader 
Mike 


Mansfield said if the amend- 
ment is approved by the com- 
mittee it might be the first leg- 
islation before the Senate once 
the battle over the filibuster 
rule is ended. 


The House Judiciary Commit- 


tee 
approved 
the 
proposed 


amendment 32 to 2 Tuesday. 
Chairman Emanuel Celler, D- 
N.Y., said it could be ratified by 
the states in time to apply to the 
1972 elections if Congress acts 
quickly. 


A constitutional amendment 


requires approval by a two- 
thirds majority in the House 
and the Senate and ratification 
by the legislatures of three- 
fourths of the states. 


Congress last year lowered 


the voting age to 18 in all elec- 
tions, but the Supreme Court up- 
held the constitutionality of the 
measure only for federal elec- 
tions. 


The court ruled Congress had 


no power to fix the voting age 
for state and local elections. 


Three states, Alaska, Georgia 


and Kentucky, now permit 18- 
year-olds to vote. 


Unless the proposed constitu- 


tional amemdment is approved, 
separate dual-age systems of re- 
gistration and voting will have 
to be established in all other 
states for next year's elections. 


State officials, in a survey 


conducted by a Seriate subcom- 
mittee on constitutional amend- 
ments , said this could cause 
major confusion and cost an es- 
timated $10 million to $20 mil- 
lion. 


The Judiciary subcommittee 


approved the 18-year-old vote 
amendment Tuesday.

Violence in 
Pakistan Has 
Subsided

DACCA, East Pakistan (AP) 


— Violence and tension brought 
on by postponement of Paki- 
stan's constitutional assembly 
subsided today in Dacca, and 
East Pakistan's political leader 
promised to control demonstra- 
tions. 


Sheik Mujibur Rahman, head 


of the Awami League, urged 
that government troops called 
out Tuesday to quell the mobs 
return to their barracks. 


"Bengalis know how to main- 


tain peace without the army," 
Mujibur told a rally of more 
than 100,000 East Pakistanis to- 
day. "Those who loot and burn 
are enemies of the people. I 
have called my volunteers to 
rise and resist them." 


The crowd roared its defiance 


of domination by West Pakistan, 
shouting 
"Independent 
East 


Pakistan!" 


Mujibur had called the meet- 


ing to mourn those who died in 
clashes with police and troops 
Tuesday and Wednesday. There 
were reports that at least 16 
persons were killed and another 
80 were injured, but only two 
deaths were confirmed. 


The rally was another protest 


against postponement by the 
military government of the as- 
sembly, 
where 
the 
Awami 


League won a majority in Janu- 
ary's elections. It had been 
scheduled to open Wednesday to 
draft a constitution for return to 
civilian rule. 


After Mujibur's speech, the 


crowd dispersed quickly and 
quietly. But the general strike 
called by the sheik for the rest 
of the week continued. 


PX Reforms 
Slow But 
Developing

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Abraham A. Ribicoff says the 
giant, worlwide Army-Air Force 
PX system—"a wide-open cook- 
ie jar in the store no one was 
minding"—is slowly moving to- 
ward reform. 


The Connecticut Democrat 


said in an interview a major 
overhaul of the military's han- 
dling of the billions of dollars in- 
volved in PX operations is need- 
ed and Congress should oversee 
the job directly. 


Ribicoff's permanent investi- 


gation subcommitte has heard 
testimony of major scandals in 
the Post Exchange system, a $6 
billion-a-year business involving 
GI stores and clubs overseas. 


Ribicoff said Maj. Gen. Wil- 


liam B. Campbell, new chief of 
the Army-Air Force Exchange 
System, visited him Wednesday 
and told him of plans to clamp 
tighter controls over PX pro- 
curement and auditing and to 
"lay down the law" to PX sup- 
pliers. 


Witnesses told Ribicoff's sub- 


committee PX officials, some of 
them still part of the system, 
accepted 
luxurious, 
rent-free 


villas in Saigon from a promi- 
nent supplier whose juke boxes 
were later placed in PXs and 
snack bars all over Vietnam. 


In testimony Wednesday, Sen- 


ate investigators accused the 
vendor, William J. Crum, of 
conspiring with a sergeant and 
a one-star general to control the 
30 noncommissioned 
officers' 


clubs at Long Binh, headquar- 
ters of the U.S. Army in Viet- 
nam. 


A witness, Army Maj. Clem- 


ent St. Martin, former club of- 
ficer at Long Binh, said Brig. 
Gen. 
Earl Cole, quashed his 


investigation of alleged illegal 
activities in the club and caused 
his transfer to duty with Army 
Engineers. 


St. Martin said his three- 


month experience as club offi- 
cer began when the club's top 
sergeant sent a Vietnamese go- 
go girl to his hotel room for the 
night and ended with a direct 
threat from the Army's top en- 
listed man. 
-—In between, St.- Martin testi- 
fied, he developed evidence indi- 
cating club funds were paid ille- 
gally in dollars to vendors who 
used them to make profits in the 
currency black market.

Crum had put a price on his 
head and, he testified, Sgt. Ma- 
jor of the Army William 0. 
Wooldridge, then the Army's 
top-ranked enlisted man, told 
him he was aware the major 
had been "snooping" and asked, 
pointedly, "Don't you know you 
can get hurt?" 


Wooldridge recently was in- 


dicted with several others on 
charges of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the club system in Viet- 
nam. 


Cole was relieved from an im- 


portant command in Europe, 
stripped of a medal, reduced in 
rank to colonel and ordered to 
retire from the Army. 
2-Year Senior 
Colleges 
Are Spawned

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


phenomenal growth of the na- 
tion's two-year junior or com- 
munity colleges is spawning a 
new breed of higher education 
institution: the two-year senior 
college. 


Florida is a pioneer in the 


field but interviews with educa- 
tors at a convention here dis- 
closed that both private and 
public institutions in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
Texas, 


Michigan and California are ex- 
perimenting with the concept. 


Open only to college students 


with junior or senior standing, 
Florida has Florida-Atlantic at 
Boca Raton, with 6,000 students, 
and University of Florida West 
at Pensacola 
with 3,500 stu- 


dents. Similar schools, named 
Florida International at Miami 
and University of Florida North 
in Jacksonville, are scheduled 
to open in the fall of 1972. 


Jack G. Guistwhite, director 


of inter-institutional relations at 
Florida-Atlantic, said in an in- 
terview at the American Asso- 
ciation of Junior College conven- 
tion that 65 to 70 per cent of the 
senior college students aie jun- 
ior college graduates. 


Growth of the junior colleges 


has been dramatic. In 1930, ac- 
cording to the Carnegie Com- 
missior. on Higher Education, 
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measure alive by approving a 
motion to erase the vote by 
which the bill had failed to pass 
at that time. 


The discount measure failed 


in the House on a vote of 49-31. 
the original tally showed a 
vote of 54-31, enough for pass- 
age, but a poll of the House re- 
sulted in five of the favorable 
votes being discarded.

The administration's bill to 


give cities of the first class con- 
trol over their local affairs was 
approved by the House 67-5. 
The bill would grant to the cit- 
ies all powers not specifically 
prohibited by the General As- 
sembly, including authority to 
levy an income tax if approved 
in a special local election. The 
bill goes to the Senate. 


The Senate, meanwhile, fa- 


tally amended the administra- 
tion's bill to place a ceiling on 
political 
campaign 
expendi- 


tures. Sen. W. D. Moore Jr. of 
El 
Dorado 
sponsored 
the 


amendment, 
which 
removed 


from the bill a section that said 
money spent with advertising 
media on behalf of a candidate 
would count as part of the can- 
didate's total expenditure. 


After the amendment 
was 


adopted on a voice vote, the 
bill's sponsor, Sen. Ben Allen of 
Little Rock, said the bill was 
dead as far as he was con- 
cerned. Moore had urged sup- 
port for the amendment by 
warning that a candidate's foes 
could spend money in his be- 
half in a deliberate attempt to 
cause his expenditures to ex- 
ceed the legal limit, thereby 
subjecting him to the prospect 
of being disqualified from of- 
fice. 


The House finished legislative 


action on the proposed $300 mil- 
lion highway construction bond 
issue by concurring in a Senate 
amendment requiring periodic 
reports to the governor and leg- 
islature on all expenditures for 
projects financed by the bonds.

Most junior colleges

education programs. 


The Carnegie Commission in its 
study endorsed this type of 
school and said they "should re- 
main two-year institutions and 
not expect to become four-year 
or graduate institutions." 


Dr. Peter Masiko, president of 


Miami-Dade Junior College, one 
of the nation's largest two-year 
schools with 3.4,000 fulltime stu- 
dents, said the junior college 
can give "better quality teach- 
ing, 
better quality counselling 


and guidance to the beginning 
student" than the traditional 
four-year 
undergraduate col- 


lege.
